Fairfax Will 
Remain In 
Confederation 


Fairfax School District will 
stay confederated with Kent- 
field and San Anselmo at least 
until June 30, 1959, it was de­ 
cided last night. 
Fairfax school trustees voted 
unanimously last night not to 
go it alone. Trustee Arleigh 
Williams was out of town but 
sent a letter expressing his 
view that Fairfax should re­ 
main in the confederation. 
PRIME REASON 
One of the prime reasons 
for the action was the possibil­ 
ity that consolidation of all dis­ 
tricts within the Tamalpais 
High School District (the con­ 
federated schools are three ele­ 
mentary school systems out of 
12 within the high school dis­ 
trict) may be studied by the 
Marin County Committee on 
School District Organization 
Supt. Harold R. DePue asked 
the trustees to express them­ 
selves on a tax increase of 10 
to 15 cents. 
Reactions to the proposal 
were mixed—two in favor and 
two against. DePue said he ex­ 
pected the tax increase pro 
posal would be on the agenda 
of the February meeting. 
TAX LIMIT 
The Fairfax district is oper­ 
ating with a tax limit of $1.25 
per $100 assessed valuation. A 
tax increase would need voter 
approval, possibly to be asked 
in the May trustee election. 
A tax increase, DePue said, 
would be needed to increase 
teacher salaries and for pur­ 
chase of a new bus on a five- 
year lease-purchase plan. 
The Fairfax trustees award­ 
ed a contract for filling, grad­ 
ing and putting in culverts for 
a 
six-classroom 
addition 
to 
Manor School. The contract 
went to the lowest bidder from 
a field of four, O. C. Jones of 
Berkeley at $54,009.

about letting Hanchett teach. 
“Personally,” said Lebow, “I 
have no feeling that Mr. Han­ 
chett has been indoctrinating 
our children. There has been 
no suggestion of it.” 
Willis, who described Han­ 
chett as “one of the ablest 
teachers I know in the field of 
science,” indicated he will put 
him to work planning a dis­

grade. 
SOLOMON TASK’

The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors yesterday approv­ 
ed amendment of the Marin 
City master plan to allow alter 
nate uses of the 33 acres 
set 
aside for a high school site, but 
only after a short argument be­ 
tween Supervisors Vera Schultz 
and William D. Fusselman. 
The amendment 
had 
been 
approved by the planning com­ 
mission, and provides that the 
school site, if not used for that 
purpose, could be developed as 
light industrial or professional- 
administrative property. 
Mrs. Schultz pointed to the 
action of the Tamalpais Union 
High School District board Mon­ 
day night committing the dis­ 
trict to buy the school site. She 
vigorously opposed the master 
plan change as “unnecessary.” 


‘SENSIBLE PRECAUTION’ 
Fusselman argued that the 
high school district, “with the 
best intentions in the world,” 
may yet find itself unable to 
keep its commitment. There­ 
fore, it would be a sensible pre­ 
caution to include the alternate 
use in the plan, he reasoned. 
The board finally voted 3-2 
to approve 
the 
amendment. 
Voting with Fusselman 
were 
Supervisors William Gnoss and 
James Marshall. 
This brought a protest from 
Mrs. Schultz that Marin City is 
in her district, 
and the vote 
against her on a matter that 
concerned only her district was 
"not in accordance 
with 
the 
custom of this board.” 
FUSSELMAN DISAGREES 
Fusselman disagreed, 
argu 
ing that Marin City redevelop 
ment concerns the entire coun­ 
ty, not just the southern dis­ 
trict. 
The matter took a somewhat 
humorous turn at 
this point. 
The board, having decided the 
matter, wa sabout to move on 
to other business. Frank Hogue, 
former Sausalio planning com­ 
missioner, pulled the supervi­ 
sors up short by pointing out 
that the session was supposed 
to be a public hearing, but the 
board had done all the talking 
and the public had been given 
no opportunity to be heard. 
Fusselman moved to rescind 
his earlier motion, the board 
agreed, and the meeting was 
opened to public 
discussion, 
which 
was 
brief. 
Then the 
board repeated its earlier ac­ 
tion 
approving 
the 
master 


plan amendment by the sam* 
vote. 
THE LAST WORD 
Mrs. Schutlz got in the last 
word, storming: 
“Since 195.7 
there has 
been a relentless’ 
undercover effort on the part 
of some interests to get this 
land at Marin City for indus­ 
trial use totally without regard 
to the human values involved ’ 
Industrial development, she 
added, would ruin the whole 
character of redeveloped Mann 
City. 
In a separate 
action, 
the 
board approved formation of a 
Marin City community services 
district. 
No protests 
against 
the district proposal were r*. 
ceived, and approval was rou- 
tine. 
An election on forming the 
district will be held within 60 
days, 
according 
to 
County 
Counsel Leland H. Jordan.

every drop of water will have 
to he put to consumptive 
use.” Not only would no 
fresh water be allowed to es­ 
cape to the ocean, but “there 
won’t even be any available 
for recreation and such ex­ 
tra-lateral uses.” 


The two men were partici­ 
pants on a panel which also 
included Col. A. E. McCollam, 
Sacramento district engineer 
for the Army Corps of Engi­ 
neers; Charles W. Thomas, as­ 
sistant state conservationist for 
the Soil Conservation Service, 
and John W. McFarland, gen­ 
eral manager of East Bay Mu­ 
nicipal Utilities District. 


All the speakers agreed that 
the era of the “single purpose” 
dam project (such as a dam 
used only for flood control, ir­ 
rigation or power) is a thing 
of the past. Multi-purpose proj­ 
ects are now essential. 


This points up the need for 
cooperation, they declared: 
Banks warned of a possible 
“long period of chaos,” how­ 
ever, if recent court rulings 
giving the federal govern- 
men a paramount right to 
water which originates in or 
runs through federal lands 
—are allowed to stand. Nor­ 
mally, state law on water 
rights has been allowed to 
apply. 


Eighty-five per cent of the 
state’s water would be involved, 
Banks said, and the federal 
government has no water rights 
law of its own. 


Bellport and Colonel McCol­ 
lam discussed projects under 
way in cooperation with state 
and local agencies, promising 
the federal government would 
continue to coordinate its op 
eration with state and local 
programs. 


Thomas told how soil conser 
vation programs get into opera­ 
tion. McFarland explained the 
problems and complexities of 
getting the water to the con 
sumer. 


In another portion of the 
program, Elmer Aldrich, ex 
ecutive officer of the California 
Public O u t d o o r Recreation 
Planning Committee, reviewed 
plans of the new state agency. 
He said they were based on s 
“completely objective” philoso 
phy and that the committee 
hopes to provide for both ma­ 
jority and minority needs. 


Edward F. Dolder, deputy di­ 
rector of the state Department 
of Natural Resources, told of 
the expansion of his depart­ 
ment because “you get the type 
of government you ask for and 
the trend is for you to ask for 
more governmental services.”

Big Hoffa 
Defense Fund 
Being Raised? 


CHICAGO 
The Tribune 
said today that a legal defense 
fund which may reach two mil­ 
lion dollars is being raised by 
officials of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters for 
the use of James R. Hoffa, the 
union's 
president-elect 
and 
other teamster officers. 
The Tribune said this was 
disclosed by Harold J. Gibbons 
of St. Louis, a Teamster inter­ 
national vice president. 
Gibbons, who was not im­ 
mediately available to confirm 
the Tribune story, was quoted 
as saying, he hoped to receive 
$1,000 contributions from 2,000 
union officers in 800 Teamster 
locals. 
“Thi# money could be used

Solon Says AF

NEW ORLEANS W—The top 
congressional 
investigator of 
government secrecy said today 
the Air Force got information 
of Russian satellite launching 
plans months ahead of time but 
“the American people were 
never forewarned.” 
Rep. John Moss (D-Calif) also 
said Robert Cutler, President 
Eisenhower’s adviser on na­ 
tional security affairs, imposed 
a “blueprint of secrecy” on 
America’s “missile-satellite de­ 
ficiencies until Sputnik sailed 
across the skies.” 
HITS POLICIES 
Moss, chairman of a House 
subcommittee which rides herd 
on federal information prac­ 
tices, referred at one point to 
what he called “public-be-damn- 
ed information policies” and 
said they must be eliminated. 
Moss’ views were sharply 
challenged by the Pentagon’s 
information chief, Asst. Secre­ 
tary of Defense Murray Snyder, 
who said the congressman “ap­ 
parently subscribes to the myth 
that, for some reason, your 
defense officials spend all their 
spare time knitting paper cur­ 
tains of secrecy around the 
facts of our military activities.” 


AP CONVENTION 
Both Moss and Snyder made 
their comments in speeches 
prepared for* the annual con­ 
vention of the Associated Press 
Managing Editors Assn., which 
continues through Saturday. 
For two days this week, Sny­ 
der was a witness before the 
Moss subcommittee at Wash­ 
ington hearings. 
Moss said the fight for the 
public’s right to know must be 
unremitting, as new threats 
arise continually. He appealed 
to the editors to help lift what 
he termed “the smug smog'of 
secrecy.” 
Snyder, sharply critical of 
Moss, said that he found it “dif­ 
ficult . . . to reconcile freedom 
of information objectives . . . 
with Mr. Moss’ refusal to per­

Sheriff Insists 
'Butcher1 Killed 


MADISON, Wis. (#—A sher­ 
iff maintained today that bach­ 
elor farmer Ed Gein committed 
the mass murder of 10 or more 
women to obtain his collection 
of human heads. 
Sheriff Herbert Wanserski of 
Portage County injected the 
controversial theory into the 
investigation last night when 
he said he found the shrunken 
head of a missing woman in 
Gein’s “house of horrors.” 
However, the director of Wis­ 
consin’s crime laboratory, Char­ 
les Wilson, said it would be 
impossible to identify any of 
the human death masks or 
skulls by sight. 
Gein, 51, a frail, mild-man­ 
nered farmer from Plain­ 
field, 
Wis., 
has 
admitted 
butchering a Plainfield wom­ 
an storekeeper last Saturday. 
He said he got the rest of 
the skulls found in his junk- 
littered home by robbing 
fresh graves. 
Gein was scheduled to un­ 
dergo further lie tests this 
morning at crime laboratory 
headquarters here in an effort 
to settle the issue. 
Gein 
was 
questioned 
for 
about five hours yesterday af­ 
ternoon and submitted to a 35- 
minute lie test. 


Wanserski told newsmen he 
and other authorities found 
the “face and head of Mary 
Hogan,” a 54-year-old tavern 
operator from Plainfield who 
disappeared nearly three years 
ago.. 
He charged that at least nine 
other skulls found in Gein’s 
home 
were 
murder victims 
whom the farmer dissected and 
embalmed. 


Miss Hogan vanished in De­ 
cember, 1954, leaving a pool 
of blood leading from her tav­ 
ern. 
“That guy never robbed a 
grave in his life,” Wanserski 
said of Gein. “All the skulls 
are of women Gein murdered 
— and he embalmed them 
himself.” 


The sheriff said the head 
resembling the missing wom­ 


an’s was shrunken as if done 
by a “headhunter.” 
The disappearance of Miss 
Hogan was similar to the cir­ 
cumstances 
surrounding 
the 
slaying last Saturday of Mrs. 
Bernice Worden, 58, of Plain­ 
field. 
Gein has admitted dragging 
Mrs. Worden’s body from her 
hardware store and hanging it 
by the heels in his woodshed. 
When found, the body had been 
decapitated and “dressed out 
like a deer.” 
Wanderski said the heads 
found in the farmhouse had 
been skinned and made into 
death 
masks 
which 
were 
“well preserved, with hair, 
ears, lips and nose.” 
The sheriff also confirmed 
that other items made from 
human skin were 
scattered 
about the house.

MOSCOW lP — Egypt’s war 
minister. Maj. Gen. Abdel Ha­ 
kim Amer, today is carrying 
home a new Soviet agreement 
pledging economic and tech­ 
nical assistance to President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser’s govern­ 
ment. 


Premier Nikolai Bulganin an­ 
nounced the aid pledge at a 
Kremlin banquet 
last

honoring Amer. who has been 
conferring with Soviet leaders 
and visiting military installa­ 
tions. 
Bulganin gave no details of 
what Russia will supply Egypt, 
saying only:

Perils Arms Talks 


NEW YORK UP— The New 
York Times said today the ad­ 
ministration is being urged by 
the Army to make an all-out 
effort to produce an opera­ 
tional anti-missile missile by 
1961 at a three-year cost of 
between six and seven billion 
dollars.

San Rafael’s citizenry, 25 of 
them, turned out last night for 
the first public hearing on a 
“general plan” for San Rafael. 
Told to jot down their first 
impressions, the people pres­ 
ent filled in a questionnaire 
asking:

think 
needs improving in San Ra­ 
fael? 
3. What kind of city would 
you like San Rafael to be? 
A general plan, as explained 
by planning consultant Harold 
F. Wise, would select policies 
to be followed in San Rafael’s 
growth during the next 25 
years. 
“It is a selection of policies, 
not law,” said Wise. “A zoning 
ordinance and subdivision or­ 
dinance reflecting it would be 
law.” 
Wise has been employed by 
the city council to draw up a 
plan in six months. 


TWO BIG DIFFERENCES 
“Maybe I’m letting the cat 
out of the bag,” said San Ra­ 
fael’s own city planner, Stuart 
W. Bailey, midway through the 
meeting, “but an adopted gen­ 
eral plan would make two ma­ 
jor difference« from what we 
have now in San Rafael.”

“But this general plan has to 
be what the people of San Ra­ 
fael want,” Wise reiterated sev­ 
eral times during the meeting. 
Paul Steinmetz, a former 
San Rafael Planning Commis­ 


sion member, voiced some mis­ 
givings based on past experi­ 
ence. 
Ten years ago, Steinmetz 
said, he had been on a commit­ 
tee working up a general plan. 
The plan was declared incom­ 
plete but included in it were 
some “good things” that never 
were put into effect, he said. 
These included adequate off- 
street parking 
and 
making 
First street a thoroughfare. 
“How will we be sure some­ 
thing is done?” asked the 
disillusioned 
Steinmetz. “I 
don’t want to waste time 
again.” 
Implementing any plan, he 
was told, would depend on the 
city’s planning commission (six 
of its seven members were 
present last night), and in the 
last analysis, on the city coun­ 
cil. 
“Is any member of the city 
council here?” asked Joseph 
Lydon of 614 C street. 
None could be seen.

LOS ANGELES Of—Los An­ 
geles has made m ajor strides 
during 1957 in its battle against 
air pollution and has held the 
num ber of smog alerts so far 
to one, the chief of the county 
air pollution control district, 
Smith Griswold, said today. 


Griswold said the only smog 
alert of the year so far occur­ 
red July 31, when pollutants 
reached the danger level at 
the foothill city of Azusa. Last 
year 10 alerts were called, he 
said. 


LOWER LEVEL 
A first-stage smog alert is 
declared when the ozone den­ 
sity reaches .50 part per mil­ 
lion parts of air. The level for 
this year’s alert was .55 as com­ 
pared with the all-time high of 
90, set Sept. 13, 1956, in the 
industrial city of Vernon. 


“A rigid enforcement pro­ 
gram was largely responsible 
for this year’s achievements,” 
Griswold said. “The abolition 
of backyard incinerators also 
was a great help.”

How's Time 
To Think 
About Bill

Now it the time to think 
about the tax bill you are go­ 
ing to pay next year because 
now is the time you can do 
something about it. 
You can take action now that 
will reduce the bill, or, if taj. is 
withheld from your paychecks, 
increase the refund you will 
get. 
Here is a check list of some 
of these things. Watch for later 
columns in this newspaper. 
They will cover these and other 
items more fully. 
BAD DEBTS: Be sure you 
can prove they are bad this 
yeer and claim the deduction. 
CAPITAL LOSSES: If you 
have stock market losses, sell 
this year to take the loss. Warn­ 
ing: Do not re-purchase the 
same or similar stock until at 
least 31 days after the sale. 
CONTRIBUTIONS: Pay them 
to secure the deduction this 
year. A pledge is no good. They 
must be paid. You can take up 
to 30 per cent in some circum 
stances. 
DEPENDENTS: Be sure you 
can claim them. If you are not 
providing more than one-half 
the cost of support, see if you 
can make an agreement with 
the others who are helping 
with the support. 
ALIMONY: Separation pay 
ments may be deducted by the 
husband and included by the 
wife. You may want to catch 
up on these payments this year. 
If your spouse died in 1955 
or 1956. chances are you filed 
a joint return with him or her 
for that year. You can compute 
your tax as though you were 
filing a joint return for 1957 
if you have not remarried and 
if you have a dependent child 
or stepchild. You may went to 
recheck your dependency cred 
its on this. 
SALES OF YOUR BUSINESS 
EQUIPMENT AND BUSINESS 
BUILDINGS: If you have a loss 
from such a sale you can carry 
the loes back for two years 
and forward for five years, or 
until it is offset by earnings. 
If you have a loss that you 
must take, go ahead and sell 
this year. You can take the 
loss against 1955 and 1956 in­

Slayer Says 
Man Plotted

LOS ANGELES (Aft—A husky 
laborer backs up an insurance 
company’s claim that a money 
lender nimed Max Shayne mas­ 
terminded his own slaying so 
his family could collect $250,- 
000 in insurance. 
‘‘He (Shayne) told me that 
he wanted me to kill him,” 
said Earl Matlock, who is charg­ 
ed with murder. 
Matlock said he tried to 
back out of the plot, struggled 
with Shayne and killed the 
money lender “in self defense.” 


FOUND IN CAR 
Shayne. 48, was found dead 
Sept. 29 in his parked car, ap­ 
parently the victim of a rob­ 
bery 
and 
murder. 
Matlock 
was arrested three days later. 
Beneficial Standard Life In­ 
surance Co. this week filed a 
superior court complain* to res­ 
cind the policy Shayne took 
out just 19 days before his 
death. The firm charged that 
Shayne staged his own death V 
to escape the suicide exclusion 
clause of the policy. 
At county jail, the 200-pound 
Matlock told reporters that 
Shayne 
offered 
him 
$1,000 
and some jewelery to strangle 
him and make it look like mur­ 
der and robbery. Matlock said 
he turned down the offer. 


STRUGGLE IN CAR 
“I kept trying to get out of 
the parked car,” Matlock said, 
“and he (Shayne) would keep 
pulling me back. My shirt got 
torn and he scratched my face 
when we were struggling.” 
Finally, Matlock told report­ 
ers, he broke a strap from the 
back seat and knotted it about 
Shayne’s neck. 
“ Why don’t you go ahead and 
finish it?” Matlock said Shayne 
asked him. 
“ I pulled the strap tight 
again, intending to just make 
him unconscious so 
I 
could 
leave,” said the bull-shoulder­ 
ed laborer. “ When he went 
limp I wiped my fingerprints 
off the car and left.” 
Shayne was survived by his 
wife, Mollie, a grown son and 
a teen-age daughter.

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WINGS AKIMBO, BREAST 
DOWN-H.ET 'ER ROAST! 
To stuff a turkey, rinse bird in cold water and 
pat dry. Stuff just before roasting. Allow % to 1 
cup stuffing per pound ready-to-cook weight. 
Stuff 
wishbone cavity lightly and skewer neck skin to 
back. Shape wings “akimbo” style, bringing tips on­ 
to back. 
Place turkey, breast down, in a deep 
bowl. Rub cavity with salt. Spoon stuffing into body 
cavity. Do not pack in the stuffing. Place skewers 
across the opening and lace shut with cord. Tie 
drumsticks securely to the tail. Grease the skin thor­ 
oughly with fat. 
Place on a rack in a shallow pan. Start roasting 
with the breast down. If the bird is too heavy to han­ 
dle, roast with the breast up. Lay fat-moistened 
cheesecloth large enough to drape down the sides 
over the top of the turkey. When the turkey is start­ 
ed breast down, turn breast up for the last hour. 
Roast at 325°F. 
A 4 to 8 pound turkey (ready-to-cook weight) will 
take approximately 3 to 4 hours. An 8 to 12 pound, 
4 to 414 hours. A 12 to 16 pound, 4Vfc to 5 hours. A 
16 to 20 pound, 
to 7 hours. A 20 to 24 pound, 7 
to 8V& hours. 
Test turkey for doneness the last 15 to 30 min­ 
utes. Move the drumstick up and down. 
The leg joints should give readily or break. Press 
the fleshy part of the drumstick, protecting fingers 
with cloth or paper. The meat should feel very soft. 


I f a meat thermometer is used, it should register 
190 °F. placed in the center of the inside thigh mus­ 
cle or in the center of the thickest meaty part. It is 
a good idea to start the bird 30 or 40 minutes ahead 
of schedule to avoid delay if turkey should take 
longer to cook than estimated. 
As soon as possible, remove all stuffing from the 
body cavity. Cool. Wrap meat, stuffing and any 
gravy separately. Refrigerate. Use gravy and stuff­ 
ing within one or two days. Heat thoroughly when 
using.

T urkey Dressing

W hat good friends th e fam ily 
of bread stuffings has always 
been! We welcome them each 
autum n because they seem to 
add so m uch to oven and cold 
w eather meals. They can also 
be used to dram atize everyday 
foods in an inexpensive way. 
Stuffing perks up m eats and 
extends 
th e ir 
good 
flavors, 
m odifies 
strong 
flavors 
and 
offers tex tu re contrast. As a 
rule, fat birds such as goose, 
require a tart, fru it stuffing. 
M ild-flavored 
p o u l t r y 
and 
m eats com bine well w ith sim ple 
or highly seasoned stuffings. 
Fish requires a slightly ta rt 
stuffing. 
Preferences for the consist­ 
ency of bread stuffing vary 
w ith w ith the taste of the in­ 
dividual, the very m oist stuff­ 
ing being the choice of some, 
w hile others relish it dry and 
crum bly. Choose the type your 
fam ily likes best. 
Basic stuffings contain bread, 
seasonings, fat and liquid. It 
gives added food interest to 
vary the herbs and such ingre­ 
dients as fruits, nuts, oysters, 
vegetables 
or 
m eats, 
m ush­ 
room s, sausage or crisp bacon. 
Through the use of enriched 
bread stuffing in poultry, m eat, 
fish and vegetables, nutritive 
values are assured, good eating 
qualities are increased and food 
costs are decreased. 
STUFFING TIPS 
1. Allow IVz slices of enrich 
ed bread for each serving of 
stuffing. Allow 3 slices for each 
pound 
of 
poultry, 
dressed 
weight. 
2. For best taste and appear 
ance in bread stuffing, cut or 
te ar bread into uniform sized 
pieces. C rusts and end slices 
of fresh or day-old bread may 
be used. 
3. Stuffings are best when 
packed lightly to give room for 
expansion in cooking. 
4. For best and safest results, 
prepare and stuff poultry or 
m eat ju st before it goes into 
the oven. If stuffing m ust be 
prepared in advance, place it 
im m ediately into th e refrig er­ 
ato r at 38’ F. and hold at that 
tem p eratu re until ready to use. 
U n d e r 
no 
circum stances 
should it be placed in m eat or 
poultry until ju st prior to roast­ 
ing. The practice of preparing 
stuffing som e tim e in advance 
of roasting, regardless of re ­ 
frigeration practices, prom otes 
spoilage and encourages growth 
of harm ful organism s. 
W ith stuffed m eat or poultry, 
an oven tem perature of 325s F. 
should be m aintained until the 
center of th e stuffing roaches 
180* F. To be certain of this 
minimum tem perature, in sert 


a roasting therm om eter to the 
center point of th e stuffing. 
The length of tim e that poul­ 
try or m eat should be roasted 
depends upon its weight. 
5. Bake extra bread stuffing 
in a greased pan in a m oderate 
oven (350° F.). Insert an oven 
therm om eter in the cen ter of 
the stuffing to be certain that 
a 
m inim um 
tem perature 
of 
1801 F. is reached. Baking tim e 
will be th irty m inutes or m ore 
depending on the am ount of 
stuffing to be baked in this 
m anner. 
D uring the fall and w inter 
holiday season 
some 
bakers 
m ake a special bread called 
“Stuffing B read,” for use as 
stuffings. This bread is basic 
enriched w hite dough to which 
a prepared blend of poultry 
seasonings, 
salt 
and 
pepper 
have 
been 
added. 
Packaged 
ready-to-use seasoned stuffings 
also are available. In using 
either of the above products, 
follow directions and sugges­ 
tions on the packages.

LONG BEACH (IP)—The state 
CIO convention has been warn­ 
ed of threats of restrictive la­ 
bor legislation and the possibil­ 
ity of five million unemployed 
workers by next year. 
A1 Barkan, deputy director 
of the AFL-CIO committee on 
political education, issued the 
warning yesterday and 
said 
“we are in trouble not only 
as unionists but as citizens.”

LAW IN ACTION 
Legislatures Amend 


If Laws Prove Weak 


(This column, prepared by 
California lawyers, appears 
regularly In the Independ- 
ent-Journal.) 
The law well knows men 
make mistakes. Hence “amend­ 
m ents.” 
Every legislature comes up 
with a raft of amendments to 
“clarify” the law or patch it 
where it has worn thin. For 
who on earth is wise enough 
to write laws for all time? Who 
can foresee how old law will 
apply to new situations? And 
who can write watertight laws? 
Nobody, all the time. 
Often the lawmakers must 
go back to fundamentals they 
had once given up to solve a 
problem. 
For example, for a long time 
the law would let no one pre­ 
sent evidence in a civil suit 
seeking damages in an auto­ 
mobile accident from the rec­ 
ord of a criminal conviction— 
unless the accused had plead­ 
ed guilty. In his shoes wouldn’t 
you plead innocent and fight, 
even if you’d otherwise be glad 
to plead guilty and get it over

with? So, the rule made it hard 
for everyone. The district at­ 
torney had to assign lawyers 
needlessly to prove defendants 
guilty who might have saved 
time by pleading guilty in the 
first place; a defendant had 
needlessly to stand the cost 
of a trial he otherwise could 
avoid; the courts had one more 
case to try. And the injured 
person may well have had 
hard time to make out a just 
case for himself. 
So last spring the lawmakers 
quit tinkering and did away 
with the rule. 
Today such evidence of 
criminal conviction in motor 
vehicle cases may be intro­ 
duced in damage suits after­ 
wards under the old-fashioned 
rules of evidence. The evidence 
must be “relevant,”—it must 
tend to answer a legal ques­ 
tion raised in the lawsuit; it 
must be “m aterial”—it must 
have enough heft to make a 
difference; and it must be com: 
petent—it must be given, for 
example, by people who can 
testify first-hand.

Novato Flood Control Plan 
Deserves Active Support 


We have always admired the way the 
progressive elements in Novato attack 
community problems head-on and more 
often than not battle to a successful 
solution. 
In the past decade or so that Novato 
has been mushrooming, the community 
has provided itself with a water supply 
and water distribution system, con­ 
structed a sewage collection system and 
sewage treatment plant, and built an 
amazing number of new schools, in­ 
cluding a high school begun from 
scratch. 
None of this was done easily or pain­ 
lessly. 
People with their own wells and large 
amounts of undeveloped property voted 
against water bonds. People with their 
own septic tank systems operating satis­ 
factorily opposed tax increases to build 
a public sewer system. 
Owners of large amounts of undevel­ 
oped property were opposed to paying 
additional taxes to build more school 
facilities. 
In almost every instance of a bond 
election, there was organized opposi­ 
tion. In some instances, bond proposals 
were defeated the first time they were 
put to voters. 
But in spite of all this opposition and 


occasional setbacks, progressive ele­ 
ments in Novato always managed to 
push ahead. 
Now the community is ready to face 
up to its flood problem. 
People who live high on hillsides and 
people with large areas of undeveloped 
land already are voicing opposition to 
payment of additional taxes to solve 
Novato's flood problems. 
Paul 
Brindel, 
Novato's 
perennial 
“agin’er,” already has spoken out in 
opposition to the flood control proposal 
— to the surprise of no one. (In fact, if 
Brindel ever turned out to be “for” any­ 
thing instead of “agin” 
everything, 
those of us who know him would be 
speechless with surprise.) 
We hope and expect that Brindel’s 
early expression of opposition to next 
January’s proposed flood bond election 
will have the effect of stirring the pro­ 
gressive elements to earlier and more 
energetic campaigning in favor of the 
bonds. 
As wre see it the $900,000 flood con­ 
trol measure is eminently sound and 
even a bit on the conservative side. 
It 
deserves not only everybody’s moral 
support; it deserves support with a lot 
of campaign effort to “insure Novato’s 
future.”

Recently, I wrote an article 
on this year’s television situa­ 
tion. In it. I observed that the 
new season on television was 
an improvement over other 
seasons. ~ 
This week I received a let­ 
ter frbm a television station 
manager in another state who 
said he must disagree with me. 
‘The number of westerns is 
indicative of what has happen­ 
ed to television,” he declared 
“Westerns killed 
the 
movie 
box office and they will kill 
television.” 
I can’t go along with that ar 
gument. Westerns are on our 
television screen for only one 
reason—the public wants them. 


BOX OFFICE DRAWS 
As for his claim that west­ 
erns killed the movie box of­ 
fices, 1 think he must have had 
bad information. The fact is 
that a “first class western” 
like “Shane,” or “High Noon” 
did more for the box office 
than most glamour films. He 
need only check any theater 
manager to confirm that state­ 
ment. 
Most western films on tele­ 
vision this year have shown 
substantial audiences. This in 
itself proves the public likes 
them. 
A few of these westerns will 
die on the vine; that can’t be 
avoided. But I’ll bet they will 
be replaced by other westerns. 
The western, whether adult 
or not, will get a bigger au­ 
dience than other drama types. 
“Maverick,” (KGO-TV, 7:30 p. 
m., Sunday), the entry of ABC, 
is now getting a more substan­ 
tial audience than are Steve 
Allen or Ed Sullivan.
